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THE REICBSTAG OPENS. 


What the Emperor Said in His Speech From 
the Throne. : 

Bertin, October 22.—The reichstag opened 
today. Herr Vun Boetticher vice-president of 
the Prussian ministry, read the emperor's 


speech from the throne. ‘The address says: 

The active attention of the present reichstag has 
been especially directed to the securing of peace 
abroad and .at home, «nd the tasks of the forth- 
coming session will be in the same direction. When 
the reichstag met in 1887 the foremost subject was 
the consolidation of the defensive powers of the 
fatherland. 

The reichstag with a patriotic appreciation of the 
situation applied itself thereto. Your co-operation 
to this end wiil be again claimed in order to develop 
the 


EFFICIENCY OF THE ARMY 

and its. readiness for action in accordance with 
whatever circumstances may arise and thereby im- 
part to the efforts of the emperor and his exalted 
allies for the preservation of peace the weight 
which is the!r due in the council of nations. A bill 
will be submitted by the government amending the 
military law of May 2, 1874. It will provide tor a 
fresh d:stribution of the army, and it is intended to 
readjust, in the interest of the training and conduct 
of the army, in equalities of organization which 
bave arisen through strengthening the army and the 
displacement of troops from time to time. From 
this cause, and the corresponding eXpavsion of 
naval power, arises the additiona) expenditure set 
forth in the budget. 

The financial statement to be submitted will 
present nm >tan inconsiderable increase in matricu- 
lar contributions of the several states to the army 
compared with those of the current financial year. 
Novertheless, these contributions will not greatly 
exceed these sums handed to the federal states 
from the imperial revenue. 

NEW SOCIALISTIC AND BANKING BILLS 

are also announced to be introduced. In east Afri- 
ca, thanks to the approval of the reichstag, thor- 
ough measures for the suppression of the slave trade 
and protection of German interests have been taken. 
The forces organized with means provided by the 
reichstag, have conjointly with the navy, so far, 
accomplished their tasks, rendering it again possi- 
ble, after agreement with other participating pow- 
ers, to raise the blockade, The sultan of Zanzibar, 
moreover, has issued comprehensive decrees prom- 
ising to insure the abolition of slavery. 

The cost of the East Africa expedition could not, 
for various reasons, be limited to the sums granted 
by law passed in February, 1889. Therefore a new 
bill relative to the cost of expedition will be sub- 
mitted. 

A SPECIAL DEPARTMENT 

to bave charge of colonial affairs will be formed in 
order to relieve the foreign office of excessive work. 
The hopes expressed by the emperor to the reich- 
stag in November 22, 1888, that, with God's help, 
the peace of Europe would be sustained, have not 
only been realized. but have gained strength as 
tegards the fulure, owing to the personal relations 
which the emperor has since cultivated with the 
rule:s of friendly allies, thereby helping to 
strengthen the confidence felt abroad in the honest 
love of peace animating Germahy's policy and 
justifying the belief that European peace, based on 
existing treaties, God helping, will be maintained 
during 1890. 


SICKNESS AT YALE COLLEGE. 


Students Leaving on Account of Typhoid 
Fever—Diphtheria, at Fremont, Ohio. 


New Haven, Conn., October 22.—Typhoid 
symptoms among Yale students is cau-ing in- 
creased uneasiness. Today several men who 
showed symptoms of typhoid in a mild 
form and several suffering from typhoid malaria 
were sent to their bomes to recuperate. The fac- 
ulty has also granted leave of absence toany stu 
dent who feels at all unwell and desires a few 
days’ change. This privilege has been taken 
advantage of by anumberof men, some of whom 
have undoubtedly made it a pretext to secure a 
short holiday. A majority of the men who have 
been ili haverooms away from the college in dif- 
ferent parts of the city, and there is no unusual 
sickness among the townspeople in the rections 
where the students have resided. The sick men 
who live on the gampns have rooms in widely sep- 
arated dormitories, and there seems to be no spe- 
cific cause for the present outbreak. 

A WHOLE VILLAGE SICK. 

FREMONT, Ohio, October 22.—The village of Wood- 
ville, in this county, is a terribly ravaged place. 
Nearly one-third of the persons in the town are 
victims of typhoid fever and diphtheria. Last week 
there were ten ceaths from typhoid feverand nearly 
that number from diphtheria. Dr, Busch, the lead- 
ing physician, has about fifty cases under his care. 
Great excitement prevails in the town, and business 
is entirely suspended. Woodville having no board 
of health, the state board was not notified of the 
scourge until last week. 


THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 


Meeting of the National Missionary Con- 
vention. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., October 22.—The national 
missionary cenvention of the Christian church ig 
in session here, 600 detegates from the United 
Statesand Ganada being present. Three boards 
are represented—foreign, home and woman’s. 

The woman’s board began its fifteenth annual 
convention this morning after a short devotional 
service, President Mrs. Jamison, of Indianapolis, 
making the annual address. The year’s efforts 
have en directed toward the west, especially 
Montana, where a number ofchurches have been 
planted, They are also sustaining a number of 
missionaries to Jamaica and India. 

The report of Mrs. King, of Allegheny, superin- 
tendent of the children's work, showed that $5,099 
given by children was expended this yearin the 
mission home in Bilaspur, India, and an attempt 
will be made the coming year to build in the same 
city a hospital for free medical treatment. he 
treasurer's report showed that the Christian Wo- 
men’s Board of Missisus had raised and expended 
during the year $36, 279, 

Tomorrow the Foreign Missionary society will 
occupy the forenoon and evening and the General 
Missionary society wiil have a session in the after- 
noon.

SEVERAL PERSONS KILLED. 


A Disastrous Wreck on the Louisville and 
Nashville Road. 

BIRMINGHAM, Alta., October 22.—[{Special.] 
A disastrous freight wreck occurred this mor- 
ning on the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
thirty-nine miles north cf this city. The 
spreading of the rails derailed five cars of a 
south bouud fast freigit train. Two of the 
five cars were loaded with fine horses en route 
from Maysville, Ky., tothe state fair in this 
city. Several of the horses were gs0 
badly crippled that they will have to 
be killed, and one.of the finest racers in the lot 
escaped from the broken cars and at last ac- 
counts had not been caught. Charies Todd, 
one of the colored groomsmen in charge of the 
horses, was instantly killed, and Joe Thomas 
and Joe Gray were fatally injured. Gray is 
reported to have died since the wreck. W. L. 
Greene,a brakeman on the train, was also 
severely injured. Five cars were badly 
wrecked, and the track was blocked for 
several hours.

| THE MACON LICENSES. 


DISCUSSING THE MERLTS OF SENA- 
TOk BARTLETI’S BILL. 


MAYOR PRICE GIVES HIS OPINION 


Upon the Action of the Board of Trade— 
: General News From All Parts of the 
sg State of Georgia. 


Macon, Ga., October 22.—[Special.}—Tue 
CONSTITUTION’s representative saw Mayor 
Price this morning and asked him what he 
thought of the action of the board of trade 
yesterday afternoon, which was published in 
today’s CONSTITUTION, as to the bill of Sena- 
tor Bartlett, authorizing the increase of the 
license tax of the city of Macon. 

“T can’t see for the life of me,’’ said the 
mayor, with considerable warmth, ‘‘why or 
how the bill can be misunderstood, unless 
there are people in Macon who do not want to 
understand it. Certainly there’ can be no 
other reason than to find fault -with this ad 
ministration, or to bring it in bad odor by 
grossly misrepresentiny its action. 

‘‘Let me tell you the sum and substance of 
the bill in a few words: The present law says 
the aggregate licenses must not exceed $30,000. 
Well, that law does not allow for new enter- 
prises, the increase of business, the increasing 
number of stores, shops, and other things 
which are coming to and opening up in Macon 
every year. We don’t chargea merchanta 
cent more license, nor any other class of busi- 
ness, but on the.other hand we wil) notice 
them when we can. Now, this business is 
growing sothat theaggregate of licenses will 
go over $30,000 and the object of the bill is 
simply to allow the aggregate to go over that 
sum. There are people who might be mean 
enough to say after we get what the law al- 
lows to say tous, ‘You have collecjed all you 
are entitied to and I will run my business 
without paying a license.’ Don’t you see how 
necessary it is that the aggregate maximum 
should be raised. 

‘The board of trade acted promptly and 
wisely yesterday. It is composed of business 
men who thoroughly understand the bill and 
know the wants of the city. The proposed 
amendment of Senator Bartlett is satisfac- 
tory to me, and no doubt is to the council and 
the business people of the city of Macon,’’ 

As the license tax bill may become the sub- 
ject ofa lively contest in the legislature, it 
may be interesting to publish the views of 
Mayor Price.

PHYSICIANS WITH\HIM ALL NIGHT 


He. Takes an Airing io Grant Park and 
Comes Home Where Ge is Stricken—A 
Remarkable Life. 


Hon. C. C. Green, one of Atlanta’s oldest, 
most respected and mest extensively known citi- 
zens, is lying at the point of death, at his residence, 
No. 273 Fair street, corner of Martin. 

Paralysis of the entire right side js the cause. 

On Monday morning Judge Green. accompanied 
by his wife, left home on the Metropolitan dummy 
line for Grant park. The day wasa delightful one 
—just such a day as Judge Green, in his convalesc- 
ing condition, could with safety yenture out for the 
pure air his physicians wanted him to have. He 
strolled through the park an hour ortwoand then 
passed another hour sitting beside the lake, con- 
wersing with acquaintances who came up. 

He was in fine spirits, and appeared to have re- 
covered almost entirely from his long {illness 

HIS LAST TIME AT THE COURTHOUSE. 

About half past ten the judge started home, He 
had gone to the park by the Fair street line, and 
determined to come back on the Pryor street coach. 
With his wife he walked from the lake, up the hill 
to the station, and made the ascent without the 
least tatigue. On the car herodeto the corner of 
Pryor and Hunter streets, where he got off Ashe 
stepped from the ear he glanced up at the Fulton 
county courthouse, in which he has passed so many 
years of his life. 

A pieasant smile passed over his face and some- 
thing of that old-time lifecame to hiseye, but he 
did not enter the building. 

For a few minutes he stood upon the sidewalk 
waiting forthe Fair street dummy to carry bim 
home. The car stopped at the corner, and Judge 
Green entered it, leaving the court house 

PROBABLY FOR THE LAST TIME. 
It §was nearly twelve o’clock when he reached his 
home, having made, during his absence of a few 
hours, a complete circuit of the southeastern quar- 
ter of the city. 

Upon the piazza was a large rocker, to which the 
judge is partial, and without entering the house 
he sat down in it, Mrs. Green walking into the hall 
way and then into her room. Twenty minutes 
later she came out upon the piazza, and approach- 
ing Judge Green spoke to him. 

But he did not answer. 

The lacy then glanced at her husband and 
was horrified to observe a set eye, a face 
upon which 

INTENSE PAIN WAS PLAINLY DEPICTED, 
and a limp, motionless figure in almost a crouching 
attitude. Itrequired no examination to acquaint 
Mrs. Green with the meaning of the change which 
had come over ber husband during herfew min- 
utes’ absence, 

She knew that he had been paralyzed. 

With assistance, the lady removed him to his bed- 
room, atthe sametime sending for medical] aid. 
In a short time Dr. C. C. Green, his son, came in, 
and then Dr. Warren, who lives in the neighbor- 
hood, A brief examination showed the physicians 
that Judge Green’s entire right side had been par- 
alyzed, and they both realized that his condition 
was extremely critical. Hisright arm and hand 
one aie right foot and leg were entirely useless, 
while 

H1S POWER OF SPEECH WAS GONE, 
his eyes only responding to the working muscle. It 
was apparent to the physicians that he was per- 
fecitly conscious and that he knew all transpiring 
about him. The expression of the eyejshowed that 
he recognized those around him, and that he heard 
and understood what they were saving. 

The news of the judge’s condition spread rapidly, 
and within a few mi:utes efter the stroke came, 
friends were et the residence, Since then his home 
has been verse | filled with friends of the dyin 
man—triends who have known him for years, am 
whose tove and respect he has won by his honesty 
and correctness through a long and interesting life. 

HE WAS A NATIVE GEORGIAN. 


Judge Green's life has been a remarkable one. 
During the sixty years ho has been here he has had 
but one object in life, and that was to do his duty 
as a citizen and-as an Officer, and to do unto others 
as he would have them do to him. 

And in all this he succeeded. 

He is a gentieman for whom everybody enter- 
tains the highest respect, and these who knew him 
best love him most, 

His life, too, has been a successful one, and if he 
iscalied away the namebe has made will bea 
proud chapter in the lives of his children. 

HE CAME FROM COVINGTON. 

Judge Green was barn in Covington on the 6th 
day of June, 1829, and was theson of Mr, Alston H. 
Green, a large and prosperous planter. The elder 
Green owned several plantations, and when the 
judge was yeta boy his father moved toa fine farm 

n DeKalb county, near Atlanta. 

There was no Fulton county in those days, and 

the now prosperous city of Atianta was not thought 


of. # ; 

On this plantation, now in Fulton county, Judge 
Green began life, and for years was like his father, a 
suecess(ui agricuiturist. In those G@ys he laid the 
foundation for the great popularity he acquired 
later and ever after possessed, 

HE BEGINS HIS OFFICIAL CAREER. 

Junge Green’s popularity first became apparent in 
1857. During that year Captain Seab Love was a 
candidate for sheriff and his opposition was so 
spirited that the gentleman 
grow wmneasy. In order to 
fight Captain Love found it necessary to 
strengthen himself and in glancing over his list of 
friends came upon the name of C, C. Green, 

Captain Love knew that Mr. Green 
every requisite for the position. He was clever, 
well educated and had a large acquaintance.

Chief Justice Bleckley Has a Word to Say 
About Excessive Damages, 


The supreme court has sept back for a new 
trial the case of Young vs. the Western and Atlan- 
tic ratlroad, which has been twice tried in the city 
eourt. Willie Young, asmall boy, was run over at 
the Pryon street crossing,and his arm cus off, and 
the jury gave him #13.000 damages 

This verdict, according to the opinion of the su- 
preme court, as delivered by Chief Justice Bleckley, 
was extreme, if not excessive. Judge Bleckley 
dweiton the tendeney of juries to find excessive 
verdicts against corporations. Ho said: “Our ob- 
servation is thatin corporation casesthe amounts 
found are very frequently too great, but rarely if 
ever toosmall. It isnot a heelithy state of 
feeling or opinion when through affairs of justice a 
strong current runs either against or in; fovor of a 
particular class of saltors.”’ | 

Only a qualified or relative compensation, he 
said, is —— All the assets ofa railroad com- 
pany might not be adequate to compensate one, in 
the absolute sense, foran injury. The law is prac- 
tical, never visionary. “It recognizes the restric. 
tions 1mposed by the limited weaith of the country, 
by the needed institutions efsociety, and the neces 
sity of sparing the existence of industrial contriv- 
acces and agencies engaged in carrying on great 
departments of business.”

Another case decided by the supreme court 
on yesterday is that of Lowery vs. Richmond and 
Danville railroad. 

When this case was filed in the city court of At- 
lanta, the deputy clerk of the court entered it u 
the docket of that court, but by mistake annex 
to the original petition, as well as to the copy, @ 
process directing the defendant toappear and an- 
swer at the superior court instead of the city court, 
and this was served on the aitorney of the road, 
The consequence was that no plea was filed by the 
road. When the case came up for trial Judge Van 
Epps threw it ont of court on the ground that the 
process was void, and the same as no poene what- 
ever, and the supreme court sustains this ruling.

AK BILL ABOUT JUSTICES. 


MR. MATTHEWS GIVES THEM A GRIP 
ON THE COUNTY COURT #£UND. 


Colonel Crowder’s Billto Levy a Tax on 
Notes, Bonds and Other Evidences of In- 
debtedness Was Lost. 


An important bill, by Mr. Sims, of Lincoln, was 
lost yesterday in the house, 

The object of the bill was to create a state board 
of health and to establish minor boards in the va- 
rious counties of Georyia. 

By the terms of the bill the governor was to ap- 
point the state board, 

Mr. Smith, of Gwinnett, opposed the bill, and 
offered an amendment, providing that all the recog- 
nized classes of physicians be recognized and rep~ 
reserted in the board, 

Mr. Fieming, of Richmond,. opposed this. 

He argued that there could never be an harmo- 
nious or effective action in such a mixed board, and 
that the appointment of the board should be left 
entirely to the goveraor. 

Mr, Smith succeeded in tacking on his democratic 
amendment. 

Mr. Fieming, for the friends of the measure, 
moved then to indefinitely postpone the measure. 

This was done, and amounts virtually to having 


killed the bill. 
To Tax Bonds. 


Colonel Crowder’s bill to tax notes, bonds, 
mortgages, deeds and other evidences of indebted~ 
mess was lost yesterday in the house, 

Colonel Crowder’s argument was that northern 
companies loaned large sums at usurious rates of 
interest in Georgia, and paid not one cent of taxes 
on thelr business here. 

The opposition argument was that no tax was 
proposed on open accounts, that the policy of the 
state was to invite capiia!, aud that to tax these 
companies in Gc orgia would be to double tax them 
and keep money out of the siate, 

Only 73 votes could be had for the bill. 

The J. P.’a Costs. 


A lively skirmish occurred upon a bill by 
Mr. Mathews, of Houston, in reference to. costs of 
justices and constables, 

The bill amends au act of 1882 which provided 
that justices and constables in criminal cases, 
where the prisoner is discharged after an investiga- 
tion inthe justice court, shall have a claim upon 
the fines and forfeitures (und in the superior court, 
The amendment in the bill proposed was that the 
officers mentioned should have in misdemeanor 
cases a claim upon the forfeitures fund in the 
county court, instead of the superior court, 

Mr. Simmons, of Sumter, jumped upon the Dill 
with both feet. He described his hard experience 
with the dignified and peremptory Justice Shallow, 
of the rural districts. He spoke of his large import- 
ance, his great dignity, and his off- hand ways that 
frequently upset the best laid briefs of the presump- 
tuous younz lawver. He soon had tbe house ina 
broad grin, and the fate of the bill seemed to have 
been sealed by his masterly ridicule. 

Mr. Mathews came to the rescue of his 
bill. and stood up for the justice and the constable. 
He asserted thattheir rights to their costs were 
worthy of consideration, and contended that the 
bill would injure no class of citizens. He intimated 
that Mr. Simmons had not read the Dill, 

Mr. Simmonsinterrupted to say that he had read 
the bil! in the judiciary committee. 

Mr, Mathews replied that the bill had never been 
in the judiciary committee, but that Mr, Simmons 
had in his mind some other bill referring to jus- 
tices of the peace. 

The fight was rather a lively diversion to a dull 
gession, and the bill, upon acallfor the ayes and 
noes, received exacily eighty~eight votes, which 
was precisely a constitutional majority. The bill

Shall We Have a Geological Survey? 
During the early part of the session there 
was appointed a joint committee of the 
house and senate to investigate the neces- 
sity of organizing a geological survey. After 
a careful investigation the committee found 
the necessity of immediately organizing such 
@ survey, and reported back a bill, which 
has been unanimously passed by the sub- 
committee, and also the full committee 
on appropriations of the house. It will be 
remembered that the senate, last November, 
passed a geological bill, as the pressing need 
wasthen felt by them. The object of the 
bill isto examine and make known our 
mineral wealth, the amount and distribution 
of our timbers, an examination of our soils, 
of our maris and phosphate beds, water- 
~. powers,etc. Itis now over forty years 
~ since the first survey of Alabama was com- 
menced, and even now those old reports are 
sought after by the miners. But for many 
years a second survey has been in operation. 
Today, in Georgia, we cannot go to any 
person or place for reliable information, and 
‘most of our mineral resources are lying un- 
known or undeveloped. 
_ We have the same marbles as in Vermont, 
and that state largely supplies the union, 
yet our marbles are only wrought to a small 
extent; indeed, the quarryman is generally 
ignorant of their extent. ‘The same is true 
our iron ores, yet the same belts that 
ake the great wealth of Alabama extend 
mmto our state, and are in some places 
» worked, and some of the ores are shipped 
- into Alabama. Wewant them known to 
The iron producer, and to have the industries 
developed within our own lines, In “1885 
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out 300,000 tons of iron. were made in

vey of the region, as our friends of the Ma- 
con and Birmingham railway did, this last 
summer, in making an extensive survey of 
the mineral and agricultural wealth, in or- 
der to develop freight along theirroad. Can 
the state of Georgia afford to do less in bet- 
tering the condition of her people? Not to 
do so is neglect that ought not to be con- 
tinued another day. There are many other 
minerals of importance as well as those 
named. Not less important than all—per- 
haps more important than all others—are 
the marls and phosphate beds. With the 
constantly increasing demands, we shanid 
do all we can to assist our agricultural in- 
terests, for these, after all, are the backbone 
of the country. We want more and more 
fertilizers, and, if possible, cheaper; and 
this alone demands the immediate beginning 
of a geological survey. Even in the small 
state of New Jersey the investigation of the 
marls and clays has many times repaid the 
cost of the long continued survey. 

Where can the manufacturer get informa- 
tion with regard to the water-powers of our 
state without running all over it? 

The development of Pennsylvania has 
been along side of its long continued second 
survey (the most extensive that has been 
made in America.) Nearly every state in 
the union has completed its survey, and 
those that have not are hastening on with 
theirs. Georgia cannot afford to wait 
longer, and be the last in developing its 
mineral resources and its phosphates, when 
nature has been so generous as it has been. 
We cannot afford to fall behind and let Ala- 
bama become the empire state of the south, 
as she must surely do if we do not further 
develop our mining, manufacturing and 
agricultural resources, It is the duty of the 
state to foster our industries, Let us not 
delay even a day. 

The bill for the organization of the survey 
comes up this morning, and it is to be hoped 
that there will not be a single opponent to 
the bill, which will bring back many fold 
increase to the wealth of our state. And let 
us maintain our position as the empire state 
of the south, with a happy people, along- 
side of her daughter, who may, in the mean- 
while, become the keystone of the south, if 
not of the union.
